It  is  easy  to  note  in  the 
and  Dutch  workmanship  over  their 
own.  The  practical  good  sense  of. 
the  Engl islUpeo pie  convinced  them 
that  the  difference  was  due  to  the 
traiuing  of  the  technical  schools  of 
these  European  countries.  Immedi¬ 
ately  all  over  England  technical 
schools  were  started  with  a  result  of 
u  vast  improvement  iu  the  work  of 
English  looms,  potteries  and  metal 
work. 

America  has  reached  the  pdint 
where  a  loud  demand  is  arising  for 
manual  training.  As  manufacturing 
is  more  profitable  than  agriculture, 
so  artistic  manufacturing  is  more 
profitable  than  the  production 
of  the  staple  articles  of  consumption. 

The  French  Exhibition  of  1889 
shows  conclusively  ^ie  great  'lack  yf 
America.  Iu  agricultural  machinery 
ami  in  electric  appliances  the  United 
States  is  far  ahead  of  its  conq*etitors ; 
in  the  fine  aits  she  is  lamentably  be¬ 
hind.  There  is  then  a  need  of  tech¬ 
nical  training — this  much  is  generally 
conceded.  The  growing  wealth  of 
the  country, with  increasing  consump¬ 
tion  ■  of  artistic  goods  as  well 
the  vaster  increased  population  de¬ 
manding  new  avenues  for '  employ 
ment :  both  alike  counsel  immediate 
action  iu  providing  technical  schools 
for  the  people.  How  shall  these 
schools  be  secured  i  ' 

There  are  already  a  few  good  in¬ 
dustrial  schools  in  the  large  cities, 
but  as  compart  with  the  vast  body 
of  scholars  u ceding  an  industrial  edu¬ 
cation,  these  are  but  experiment 
stations.  The  iron  bound  rules  of 
trades  unions  effectively  bar  the  way 
of  young  students.  The  system  of 
apprenticeship  is  a  thipg  of  the  past. 

There  is  byt  one  way  to  reach  the 
desired  end,  and  that  is  through  the 
public  schools.  As  we  have  now  a 
classical  course,  for  those  desirous  of 
attaining  a  knowledge  of  the  learned 
professions,  and  a  scientific,  commer¬ 
cial  and  literary  course  for  the  busi¬ 
ness  man  or  engineer,  so  now  we  must 
have  a  technical  course  for.  the  artisan. 

Iu  preparation  for  such  a  course, 
drawing,  needlework,  modeling,  carv¬ 
ing  and  metal  work  might  profitably 
be  introduced  into  the  Primary  schools, 
to  lie  pursued  step  by  step  until  in 
special  schools  the  higher  branches  of 
all  important  industries  were  learned. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the 
colleges  are  undertaking  to  supply 
some  of  these  needs,  even  conserva¬ 
tive  Princeton  offering  a  course  of 
scientific  and  electrical  training. 

It  no  longer  seems  necessary  to  say 
that  the  professional  and  business 
fields  are  overrun  with  men  seeking 
employment.  Everyone  is  aware  of 
the  fact.  To  turn  attention  to  a  new 
field  would  ordinarily  be  sufficient  to 
secure  an  abundance  of  laborers.

ami  said:  ‘Mistress,  whither  g«*est  thou?’ 
‘Marry,’  said  she,  *1  am  going  to  St. 
Thomas  of  Acres,  to  the  sermon.  I  could 
not  sleep  last  night,  and  I  am  going  now 
thillu-r;  I  never  failed  of  good  sleep 
there.’”

Preaching  one  day  of  Elias  stop¬ 
ping  the  rain,  he  suddenly  stop|>ed  and 
said:  “I  think  there  be  some  Elias  about
